Chief Tharp stated that this rate is specific to the bonds issued to the Chino
Valley Fire District and that all of these funds were used in the last fiscal year for
the remodel of Station 61. The Agency has approximately 13 years left of bond
repayments. The rate continues to decrease over time and it will get to a point
where the tax rate will drop significantly.
